A group called Theatre de Complicite. based in 
England though it doesn’t sound that way, is bringing 
two productions: A Minute Too Late deals with the 
horror, the bureaucracy and the hilarity of death -- the 
way we all find it just too embarrassing for words. 
Their Cumplexitites of Corplicite (Or Stories of 
Anger, Tenderness und Remarkable Idiocy) presents 
classical fables with improvised departures. 

According tua video profile of the group, they base 
their work on improvisation and close observation of 
the street and the marketplace. Some of their most 
absurd and moving effects come from the verhaliza- 
tion of muddled thoughts -- panicked “asides” that 
contrast tremendously with the cool conversation 
actually being conducted with another character. 

Other names: the Arena Stage of Washington, 
D.C. is bringing Arthur Miller's The Crucible, a story 
of religious fervour gone wild; Sami Moleho, an Israeli

Cinema Dan Fainaru 
THE FRENCH have done it again. 
Jazz may well be the most American 
art of them all, hut it has jaken a 
Frenchman to pay it the first real 
tribute in ἃ movie. 

True, there have been many films 
about jazz musicians in the past, but 
not about jazz music. Most were 
about white musicians and with due 
respect to Bix Beiderbecke, Benny 
Goodinan, Tommy Dorsey and Red 
Nichols, jazz is the music of blacks. 
And whenever a movie did focus on 
a black performer, it was in glossy- 
magazine style like Billie Holiday's 
biography, Lady Sirigs the Blues. 
Even such dedicated efforts as New 
York, New York were more remark- 
able for their studies of background 
and character than for their musical 
content. 

The new Bertrund Tavernier 
movie, Rauid Midnight, is some- 
thing else altogether. It descrihes the 
friendship and devotion of an ardent 
fan and his idol, a black jazz sax- 

ophonist. At the same time, it delves 
into the essence of jazz music, not by 
analysing it intellectually but by 
spreading i¢ on the screen and pul- 
ting the audience so close te that 
music’and the people who create it 
that they become part of it. 

The script, written by David 
Rayficl and Tavernier, is cssentially 
fiction, but many of its detuils are 
based on real facts and characters — 
mainly on the relationship between 
the young French artist Francis 
Paudras and the pianist Bud Powell, 

one of the great be-bop musicians. 

However, this was only the start- ~ 
ing point. Rayficl and Tavernier 
worked with other musicians who 
lived and played in Paris during the 
late Fifties. such as Lester Young 
and Dexter, and avoid anyone and 
anything that might stand in the way 
of their art. There is so much pain, 
frustration, effort and challenge in 
their art that no room is left for 


anything else. 


HERBIE HANCOCK, the fiim’s 
musical director and one of the 
greatest jazz pianists alive, told 
Tavernier that during the time he 
eet with Miles Davis at the Blue 

late Club, they had to outdo each 
other every night, to journey even 
farther than the night before, [t was 
devastating, said Hancock, for jazz 
is not just playing written notes: it is 
inventing them every time you play, 
aconstant exploration for something 


just beyond your reach. 


Musicians at work, one creative 


inspiration alert to the other, com- 
- pleting its expression and yet com- 
peting with it, the subtle efforts of a 
group of men pooling their talents 
and their resources without exchang- 
ing a:word — this is the level on which 
Tavernier has done marvels, with an 
economy of means and a modesty 
that are exemplary. - 
Instead of using actors for the 
different musicians, as one would 
expect, he has asked real in- 
strumentalists to act as well as play. 
Tn spite of the obvious difficulties 
every piece of music in the picture -- 
and there are a lot -- was recorded 
live in front of the camera, every 
slight hesitancy, every glance, every 
knitted brow and every bead of 
sweat are for real. You are right 
there; as if surrounded by the muysi- 
cians and learning from their breath 
and their pulse all about the tension, 
the stress, the excitement involved in| 
θὲ birth and the end of every num- 
ee 
Gordon, the 62-year-old sax- 
ophone player, has the lead in the 
film. His presence is overpowering, 
taking the entire picture to heights 
No professional actor, even the best, 
could have ever hoped to reach.

THE RIGHT NOTE 


THE STORY is simplicity itsetf. An 
out-of-work jazz musician, Dale 
Turner, leaves New York in 1959 to 
play at the legendary Blue Note 
Club, in Paris, where he had per- 
formed many years earlier. One of 
his fans from the past, Francis 
Borier, an artist now living with his 
daughter, who has idolized Turner 
almost since childhood, follows him 
like a shadow, spending his nights on 
the sidewalk next to the club, listen- 
ing to him play through the ventila- 
tion shaft. Finally, he dares to 
approach him and offers hima drink. 

This is the beginning of a great 
friendship, with Boricr allowing 
Turner's music and problems to take 
over his entire life. The giant black 
man, an unrepentant alcoholic, liv- 
ing in self-imposed solitude, leans 
more and more on his new friend, 
who tries to be a groupie and a 
guardian, to support him in his crises 
and apply the brakes before he in- 
dulges in another of his monumental 
binges. 

Turner is slowly and gently 
brought back to some kind of nor- 
mality, and Borier accompanies him 
back to New York, where he is 
invited to play at the Birdland Jazz 
Club. 

This is the culminating point of the 
relationship between the two, un- 


folded by Borier in retrospect. 

Anyone looking for action won't 
find it here. This is the world of 
people who live between the four 
walls, either of a hotel room or a 
nightclub, moving from one to the 
other with alcohol as their only fuel. 
They live mainly by night, are totally 
and uncompromisingly committed 
to their music. ᾿ 


AND WHAT a team of teachers 
Tavernier has picked for you. For 
besides Dexter Gordon and Herbie 
Hancock there are such people as 
Bobbie Hutcheson, Freddie Hub- 
bard, Billy Higgins, Pierre Michelot, 
Wayne Shorter, Don Carter and 
Tony Williams, to mention just the 
heavier presences on these glorious 
jam sessions. 
Add to them the vocals of Bobbie 

McFenin on the title number (a 
Thelonius Monk composition) and a 
couple more, and Lonette McKee’s 
performance of the Gershwin clas- 
sic, How Long Has This Been Going 
On? and there ii a strong temptation 

to Say that this movie is a delight 
even if you are blind. 

But that, of course, would be 

unjustly limiting Tavemier's scope. 
Music may be the foundation of the 


- picture, but itis certainly not all of it. 


It is the people who make the 
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music, and particularly one person, 
Dale Turner, who makes this film 
what it is. And it is thanks to Dexter 
Gordon that Turner really comes to 
life, becomes a figure one cannot 
forget, some kind of rare apparition 
no actor could even hope to play, 
studious, inspired and intelligent us 
he might be. 

Tavernier is quite right when he 
says that de Niro, undoubtedly one 
of the greatest actors ever to playin a 
movie, could go only so far in playing: 
amusician for Scorsese in New York, 
New York. When the character had 
to go beyond dialogue and facial 
expressions into the music of the soul 
and the accompanying music of the 
body, he could only fake it, and that 
couldn't be dissimulated. 


TAVERNIER TOOK a major 
chance when he decided, at the out- 
set, not to have an actor play Tur- 
ner’s part, but a real musician. 
Actors can be extremely embarras- 
‘sing when they have to perform 
unfamiliar activities. " 
Gordon, amazingly, doesn’t make 
one false move all through the pic- 
ture, from start to finish, and he is in 
front of the camera, practically all 
the time. He establishes himself and 
his personality early on, and once it 
is clenr who and what he is, not only

Nothing can compare in import- 
unce to Dale Turner, and in his 
exclusive dedication to him, there is 
a dimension of egotism, that casts ἃ 
shadow upon the self-denial of the 
character. He is a bit like the martyr 
who enjoys his martyrdom too much 
for it to be pure piety. 

Other aspects τὸ be considered are 
the respective attitudes of Dale and 
Francis to their daughters, who have 
both, in a certain way, been uban- 
doned. Or the particular ambience 
of jazz. musicians s, their efforts 
te help one another the best way 
they can, and yel respect each 
other's privacy. And there is the 
outlandish nature of their world, 
which is like 1 cocoon removed from 
teality. ᾿ 

To make the image of the movie fit 
its nocturnal theme, Tavernier δ 
his, cameraman, Bruno de Keyser, 
have chosen a palette of black and 
blue tones, smoke-filled rooms and 
clubs, drab walls, sidewalks swept by

ACCORDING TO Dr. Menahem — 


tr WAS a recent sunny morning at 
Wingate Institute in Netanya, 
and about 50 full-grown adults were 
running around on tiptoes in a gras- 
sy amphitheatre. ᾿ 
“Change direction," came the in- 
struction, and everyone complied, 
whizzing around busily. “As slowly 
asyou can possibly go.” and sudden- 
ly the growing grass was the fastest 
thing around, “Now on your heels 
only. Feel the changes in your whole 
body.” Some smiled sheepishly as 
gallumphed. Others concen- 
trated intensely. Those who tried to 
sit this one out were reprimanded. 
We were all in this together. 

ft was the annual meeting of the 
Association for the Advancement of 
ΒΗ in Israel (no official connection 
with Wingate) and for the first time it 
had been dedicated to the import- 
ance of play for old people. Among 
those in the grassy amphitheatre 
were relatively few who qualified as 
"old," at least chronologically. Most 
were professionals or volunteers 
who work with the elderly in neigh- 
bourhood clubs or institutions. 

The subject of this particular exer- 
cise — many others were going on at 
the same time -- was “Theatre Work- 
shopsin Groups Without Actors.” It 
was under the direction of Edna 
Morduch of Tel Aviv University’s 
theatre department. 

After we had criss-crossed the 

patch in varying gaits, Mor- 
duch introduced a sculpture exer- 
cise, to be done in pairs. One person 
in the pair was the sculpture, to be 
modelled by the other. An awkward 
business for some -- re-arranging the 
body parts of a perfect stranger.

Talking was forbidden; it was a 
hands-on approach. We were then 
instructed to “relate” to the finished 
product, also wordlessly. So we 
glowed and scowled and chucked 
each other under the chin. Then the 
roles were reversed.

Later, when Morduch was solicit- 
ing a few volunteer sculptor-and- 
sculpture pairs to demonstrate to the 
whole group, an elegant-looking 
older woman stayed glued to her seat 
in the amphitheatre, mumbling:

letting their imaginations goas youn- 
ger people. 

Ina discussion of how to plan such 
a play session Morduch later advo- 

cated insisting that everyone partici- 
pate: it's a little easier to make a fool 
of yourself when everyone else is 
doing the same. But she was sensi- 
tive to the fact that older people, 
who feel less and less in charge of 
their bodies and some other aspects 
of their lives, may havea harder time 
letting themselves be silly, 

Then again, during one of the 
more successful demonstration 

mes — when Morduch got the 
volunteers to be a variety of dolls 
and then, as dolls, line up at the bank 
teller’s or order food in a restaurant 
~ some of the older people got sucha 
kick out of hamming it up that they 
were unstoppable. 

The sculptures and dolls talked 
about their feelings afterwards. 
Some felt it was easier to play a 
character who seemed very different 
from themselves, others said that the 
‘difference just made them more 
embarrassed. The talk led to a dis- 
cussion of the role-playing we do in 
everyday life, the masks we wear, all 
the world’s a you-know-what. Mor- 
duch noted that people are afraid of 
the very freedom of expression that 
theatre offers. “As a director, I set 

limits,” she said. But there is no 
“correct” or “incorrect” way of 
doing what she suggests. 

Tel Aviv University’s theatre de- 
partment offers workshops on 
socially-involved theatre, and Mor- 
duch said that some students are 
available - with enough prior notice 
- for work in community projects.

Granoff, a psychologist who heads 
the Association for the Advance- 
ment of Play, the idea for devoting 
this year’s conference to the elderly 
came from Dr. Marian Tabinowitz. 
head of geriatrics at the Sheba 
Medical Centre, Tel Hashomer. 
Rabinowitz is the author of Gilo Shel 
Adam (The Age of Man), a book 
about the different varieties and 
paces of aging and the ways in which 
the quality of time seems to affect 
the quantity of days we live. The 
book has been popular, and at his 
keynote lecture at the play confer- 
ence, people in the audience were 
practically sitting on each other in 
the aisles and literally spilling out of 
the doors of the auditorium. 
Discussing the connection be- 
tween creativity and play, Rabino- 
witz said that he wasn't referring to 
Picassos; he was talking about the 
uniqueness of ordinary people, ex- 
pressed in their play. When they get 
around to playing, that is — if they 
can overcome the injunction agninst 
fantasizing and being silly that most 
of us grow up with. He referred to a 
woman he had written about, among 
the individual portraits he presents 
in Ages: she was paralysed, alone, 
on a bed in the corridor of an over- 
crowded hospital. Her Hebrew 
wasn't very good, but she liked to 
engage in word play. ἢ 
“T don't say it was the playing that 
saved her life,” Rabinowitz said, 
“but it was what allowed her to 
maintain her human dignity.” Peo-

AN UNRULY mop of greying hair 
frames a heavily-lined, rather plump 
face. Thick spectacles cannot 
obscure the feraciuus intelligence in 
the deep-set eyes, but these are eyes 
that smile often ton, albeit with more 
than a tinge of sadness. [1 is a face 
that feels, a face that well befits 
London's sceret hest-selling poet, as 
he was once described. Denounced 
variously as a communist and a self- 
hating Jew, Erich Fried continues to 
steer his own course, his poetry a 
testament [Ὁ his disillusionment with 
communism, modern Zionism, 
perhaps mankind.

Tt is a course that has brought 
reward in the shape of numerous 
awards, sensational sales figures for 
ἃ poet -- one volume, Leve Poems, 
has sold in excess of 160,000 copies — 
and the respect of a whole genera- 
tion of German-language poets. 

Fried sits on an uncomfortable 
swivel chair in the heart of the 
ordered chaos of his North London 
study. The sun streams in on an 
apparent jumble of envelopes, pap- 
ers and books, but when Fried is 
looking for a particunlr poem or 
photograph, he knows exactly where 
to go. His English is technically 
perfect - this is, after all, a man who 
has translated 26 works of 
Shakespeare into German to unani- 
mous critical acclaim ~ but the Ger- 
man accent still remains. | 

Born in Vienna in 1921, he came 
to England as a 17-year-old refugee, 
his father having just been killed by 
the Gestapo. His mother left Vienna 
two days before Germany and Bri- 
tain went to war. 

“ΜῈ parents were charged with 
smuggling money out of Austria, 
which was true. They were trying to 
get cash out, because the only way to 
get a visa was if you had money 
abroad.” His family and friends 
were rounded up after a waiter, in 
the coffee shop where they had been 
discussing their plans to get out of 
Austria, reported them. ‘They were 
such amateurs,” says Fried with a 
sad smile. “Talking loudly in acoffee 
shop. They had no idea." 

Once in England, Fried worked 
tirelessly to get other Jews out, and 
believes he saved 73 in all. “1 begged 
for money,” he says, “to buy the 
signatures of Irish workers on forms 
that stated they would employ Au- 
strian refugees as domestic servants. 
Or you could buy preliminary visas 
from Central and Latin American 
consulates, for 10 to 50 pounds." He 
had been writing poetry from the age 
of five, and the rise of the Nazis 
convinced him that words were his 
best tools for fighting.

BY THE END of the war, he had 
published two volumes of poetry in 
exile, and he later gravitated to- 
wards the BBC to begin an associa- 
tion that lasted 17 years. He had had 
a brief flirtation with the Communist 
Party — “the Nazis hated the Jews 
and the Communists. I was a Jew 
already, so 1 joined the Commun- 
ists" — but left “after a couple of 
years seeing the lies of the Stalin 
period.” 

He finally yuit the BBC, in 1968 
because he believed “the bulance 
had changed. Stalin had gone. 
Khrushchev had tried de- 
Stalinization. The service was too 
concerned with propaganda.” He 
still holds the corporation in high 
regard, however. “They allowed me 
to make a farewell broadcast, ex- 
plaining why 1 was leaving. Ε don't 
think many other organizations 
would have let me do that." 

Since then, he has worked free- 
lance,: broadcasting, translating the 
likes of T.S. Eliot and Dylan Tho- 
mas, and writing poetry. “1 could 
almost live from my earnings as a 
poet,” he says, grinning, “If I didn’t 
have six children.” 

He is rated as a very outspoken 
anti-Zionist, but this is not quite fair, 
he says. “I would have been for it 
along Martin Buber’s or Nahum 


Goldmann’s lines.” But as it hup- ἢ 


pened, the ones who gol to power 
were the ones who didn't do what 
Buber wanted. They were over- 
weening and nasty to the Palesti- 
nians. ‘They should have negotiated 
with Yasser Arafat and the PLO. 
They are more moderate than Abu 
Nidal and Syria,” he says. “You 
used to long to be like the other 
peoples who were murdering you. 
Now you have become as they.” 

Ifhe is forthright in his criticism of 
Israel, he is equally so when it comes 
to Germany and Austria. “You must 
remember,” he says, “that Germany 
is responsible not only for the fate of 
the Jews, but also of the Palestinians 
- the whole thing would never have 
arisen without all the people having 
to go there.” 

He has been writing recently, in 
German as always, about the efforts 
“by so-called historians” to deny the 
Holocaust and urge Germans to re- 
gain their national self-respect. 
“These people contend that Ger- 
many’s recent history isn't as shame- 
ful as we have been made.to think. 
Hitler, they say, made mistakes, but 


it was nphe tur Eiler to take tough 
measles. Otherwise, Germany 
would have been abserbed ima the 
Soviet να αν. 

So arent present-day Germans 
entitled to any national sell-tespect? 
“OW course they are. if they are 
anu-Nazis. ut the people who de- 
mand national self-respeet are the 
very ones who are nol entitled.”

HE IS tolerant, though, of the Nazi 
youths with whom he shared a class- 
room for seven years in Vienna. ‘It 
would be easier to think that they 
were all bastards or nastier than their 
Jewish or anti-Nazi school fellows. It 
would be very nice, only it isn’t 
reality. 

“The reality is that they were all 
much the same boys. If they were on 
good terms with their fathers, then 
they followed their fathers’ politics. 
If not, then they took the opposite 
line. 

“As individuals, they were no 
different trom anybody else., They 
only got dangerous gradually, when 
they were put up to do something 
against people they didn't know. 

“To me a normal Nuzi isn’t a devil 
incarnate, but someone who meant 
well but was duped into it - just like 
most Stalinists were brave fighters 
against the Nazis to begin with, and 
only thought that they owed it to the 
revolution to hand over their brains 
to the Politburo. 

“One has to fight movements,” 
suys Fried, “not to haute every per- 
son, particularly the young, who 
have been duped.” : 

He has actively worked against 
Austrian President Kurt Waldheim, 
writing and speaking ont on radio 
and TV against him, penning a series 
of limericks which were widely dis- 
tributed by Austrian students. The 
power of a poel, even a best-selling 
poet, he admits, however, is limited, 
and he was not surprised to see that 
the anti-Waldheim efforts met with 
little success umong Austrian voters. 

“In the shorl-term, writers are ΠΟΙ 
as effective as politicians,” he says. 
“People take note of what states are 
up to, Israel's involvement in recent 
arms scandals has helped breed 
anti-Semitism in Asin and Africa and 
parts of the world where there never 
was any.” 

Still, in the long term, Fried does 
believe that poetry can change 
minds. “My first political writings 
have influenced dozens of younget 
poets, and you can tell that they are 
effective by the measures taken 
against them. They are attacked by 
right-wing newspapers, banned from 
Bavarian school-books,” he 84Y5: 
with a certain amount of pride. “Iam 
forever being misquoted. Words τὲ 
matter."

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VETERAN Israel Television pro- 
ducer Esther Sofer is best known for 
her work in children's programmes 
of which she was in charge for 10 
years prior to becoming director of 
programming, a post which she held 
for two-and-a-half years. 

Towards the end of 1984 came 
what she considers the crowning 
achievement of her career - the 
opportunity to produce the 
documentary series Jewish Journeys. 

The brainchild of Uzi Narkiss who 
heads the information centre of the 
World Zionist Organization, the 
series portrays individual Jewish 
communities. 

Long before the WZO came to the 
Broadcasting Authority with its 
proposal andits offer to finance most 
of the production costs, Sofer herself 
had broached the series’ subject with 
the IBA. She hud heard that the 
BBC was contemplating a 
documentary on American Jewry 
and declared it incomprehensible 
that the BBC should pre-empt ITV. 
Buc ITV didn't have the budget, and 
so the whole idea of exploring Di- 
aspora Jewry was put on ice until the 
WZO came to the rescue. “They're 
ideal partners,” says Sofer. “They 
provide for our needs, but they nev- 
erinterfere." 

Originally, the plan was to make 
only two programmes, one ona large 
Jewish community — England ~ and 
the other ona smaller one-Sweden. 
The research painstakingly prepared 
by Ezra Yehezkiel, who shares an 
office with Sofer, was studied by 
Sofer, director and script-writer 
Yossi Goddard and members of the 
film crew before they left Israel. 
“We were all thoroughly familiar 
with our subject by the time we 
reached each community,” recalls 
Sofer adding that even so, there was 
always additional knowledge to 
absorb once there. 

Once in England, Sofer realized 
that it was impossible to do justice to 
such a large, diverse and old com- 
munity in a single programme. So 
the whole strategy was changed, us- 


ing Carmel College to (ell the story 
of the Jewish Gentlemen who gradu- 
ate from there and move on to 
influential posts in British society. 
Sweden's Jéwish community does 
not have as rich or as long a history, 
Comprising mainly Polish and 
Hungarian refugees who built new 
lives for themselves there, the com- 
munity ἰδ ἃ remarkable model forthe 
unity which can be achieved when 
people of different streams work 
together for the common good.

Aside from the Broadcasting Au- 
thority’s efforts to market the series 
abroad, the WZO has distributed 
English and French versions to Di- 
aspora Jewish commu . When 
Sofer was in South Africa, most of 
the community had seen at least one 
of the programmes and were enthu- 
siastic about being included. 

Both at home and ubroad, Sefer is 
inundated with anecdotes about 
Jews and Jewish communities. “Peo- 
ple think that armed with the in- 
formation, | can go out and make a 
film tomorrow,” she laughs. But she 
is interested in all the stories. 
Perhaps, one day, they may lead to 
something.

Each time she is involved in a new 
production, Sofer realizes the value 
of her work, “Israelis have a reputa- 
tion for being blasé." she says. “But 
when I see how the film crew is 
affected by what we are doing, how 
interested they become in people 
and places, I can sense what the 
impact will be on a wider audience.” 

Sofer feels that she has been high- 
ly rewarded in the knowledge she 
has acquired of Jewish communities 
and even more rewarded in being 


tled Northern Lights, the film was 
the pilot in the series. 

Sofer is extremely gratified that 
ITV was able to deliver what it 
promised. In a promotional hand- 
out distributed last year at MIP, the 
International Television Programme 
Market in Cannes, the Broadcasting 
Authority announced that in the 
coming year, additional program- 
mes in the series would cover 
France, South Africa and Poland.

He 
teplied that his brother had bee 
killed, in the Holocaust. She was 
delighted tu be able to inform him 
that his brother was very much alive. 

Somewhat less dramatic but 
nunetheless important was her en- 
counter with the outi-connected 
Dangoor family in England, which 
also has branches in Israel. At one 
stage it had been her intention to tell 
the story af British Jewry through 
the annals of the Dangoors, so she 
had interviewed many members of 
the family. She discovered that not 
all the Dangoor cousins knew of 
euch others’ existence and was able 
τὸ introduce them to each other. 

Sofer dues not throw away mate- 
τί! edited out of the series, anti- 
cipating that one day it will find its 
place in the Zianist archives. 

If there was a large enough budget 
available and if the Soviet author- 
ities were to grant permission, Sofer. 
the daughter of Russian parents 
cherishes the ambition of making a 
whole series on the Jewish commun- 
ity of the USSR. 

Meanwhile, she would like the 
existing series to be rescreened on 
ITV, not at infrequent intervals as 
currently the cuse, but as a consect- 
tive weekly series. 

The Hebrew title of Jewish Jour 
neys is Al Naharot Tevel, (On the 
Banks of the Universe} based on the 
psalm Al Nuharot Bavel (By the 
Waters of Babylon).

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UNDER THE terms of the Broad- 
casting Authority Law, Israel Tele- 
vision is obligated to provide prog- 
tammes which inter alia strengthen 
ties with and deepen knowledge of 
Jewish heritage and its values.

After nine games of the 15-gume 
tournament, Eddie Levenston was 
in first place (8-1, +495) and Moshe 
Feingold in second (8-1 +374). No 
one else had won eight, nor even 
seven games.

Ari Shanan, wallowing in 2oth 
place with only (we wins afler seven 
games, won seven of the last eight to 
finish a lofty sixth. Vivienne Rifkin, 
in 29th phiwe after a disastrous [- 
start, stormed buck with seven con- 
secutive wins for eighth place with 
two games to go -- both of which she 
lost. Esther Gerber, a surprise quali- 
fier. played loose and unaffected by 
the fear of losing. By the eigth game 
she had registered a shock victory 
over Levenston, his unly defeat, 
then knocked off unbeaten Feingold 
in Game Seven, followed by a_re- 
sounding 500-332 whipping of Ron 
Lowenstein, who had only lost once 
in the seven games beforehand. 

Perhups the player who best re- 
sponded to the pressures was 
Lowenstein. Virtually unknown on 
the national scene until the Neveh 
flan tournament six weeks earlier, 
Lowenstein did not command the 
respect that many of the other top 
players had earned over the years. 
Lowenstein won brilliantly by stick- 
ing to his carefully developed style. a 
tediously disciplined defensive “in- 
side” game, for which he laboriously 
studied the short words. He con- 
founded his opponents to the extent 
that, except for Gerber's 500, the 
highest score against him was mere 
401 (and even in that game, Lowen- 
stein won with a 419). So successful 
was Lowenstein that in the critical 
final four games, while very much in 
contention for top honours, he had it 
ludicrously low average of 301.5 per 
game -- and won them all? Lowen- 

stein scored over 360 in only four 
games (419, 380), 457, 455). and 
averuged a paltry 343 over the entire 
tourney, yet finished - unbelievably 
-insecond place. 

As for myself, the poltergeists 
tintinnabulating inside my ferb- 
fonget brain cust me Iwo games, silly 
losses to Isracl Shafir und David 
Elkins.
